the chief propaganda officers 
are two former bandit chief- 
tains. 


Battalions of these men have 
been among the bravest fight- 
ers in the National army. (Some 
20,000 have passed through.) 
One such group was especially 
recommendedefor heroism in the 
Grammo; campaign. Others, 
unfit for army service, return 
to their villages as educators 
and missionaries. 

An initial difficulty was to 
persuade society to take them 
back, but this has been largely 
overcome. Recently, when a 
Makronicsos chorus sang in 
Athens, it received a great ova- 
tion. Colcnel Bairaktaris says, 
“If a man is thwarted in his 
fundamental social impulses, he 
becomes a communist. If he is 
loved any appreciated, he is 
a natural democrat and patriot.” 
And the Makronissos movement 
has quiekened the ever-respon- 
sive Greek imagination and 
emoticn.

These lobbyists

claim credit publicly—undoubt- 
edly have a hand in persuading 
congressmen to their way of 
thinking in the laws that are 
passed. 

But if you write a letter to 
your congressman, telling him 
what you think, you're lobbying 
in a way. <A great many or- 
ganizations have a legitimate 
right to iobby. That's one way 
of making their views known.

Social Security 
Information 


“I want to apply for the social 
security burial benefit so I can 
pay the funeral expenses.” 

That request is heard every day 
in social security offices through- 
out the United States, according to 
J. C. Hollister, manager of the 
Old-Age and Survivors Insurance 
office in San Bernardino. 

“There is no burial benefit 
specifically provided in the Social 
Security Act,” Hollister said. 
“However, a lump-sum death pay- 
ment is made upon the death of 
an insured wage earner, provided 
no one is entitled to a monthly | 
benefit for the month in which the | 
wage earner dies. The widow or| 
widower, if living with the wage | 
earner at the time of his death, 
may qualify for the lump-sum pay- | 
ment. If there is no widow or} 
widower, the person who pays the |} 
burial expenses may receive the 
lump-sum. A claim must be filed 
within two years after the death 
of the wage earner.” 

Monthly death benefits are paid 
to widows over the age of 65; to 
children under the age of 18; to} 
widows with young children, and | 
to dependent parents over the age | 


Recognizing that survivors or- 
dinarily need extra funds to pay 
last illness and burial expenses, 
the Social Security Administration | 
has recommended that lump-sum | 
payments be made in all death 
cases, even if monthly benefits 
are also payable.
